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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of claims 1-8 in the response filed 1 July 2005 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have 
the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) only if the international application 
designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this subsection based on 
the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ohnuma. As to claim 1, 
Ohnuma, Figure 10B, discloses a driving circuit (506) comprising a first thin film transistor structure (503), 
said first thin film transistor structure comprising a first gate (Figure 10A, element 442), source and drain 
regions (437), a first LDD region (Figure 9B, element 471), a second LDD region (Figure 9B, element 

471) and a first channel region between said first and said second LDD regions, said first gate region 
being disposed over said first channel region and overlapping with said first and said second LDD 
regions; and an active matrix (507) controlled by said driving circuit and comprising a second thin film 
transistor structure, said second thin film transistor structure comprising a second gate (Figure 10A, 
element 443), source and drain regions (Figure 9B, element 438), a third LDD region (Figure 9B, element 

472) , a fourth LDD region (Figure 9B, element 472) and a second channel region between said third and 
said fourth LDD regions, said second gate region being disposed over said second channel region and 
overlapping with neither of said first and said second LDD regions. 
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As to claim 2, Ohnuma, Figure 10B, discloses that the length of said first gate region is greater 
than said first channel region. 

As to claim 3, Ohnuma, Figure 10B, discloses that the length of the second gate region is no 
greater than said second channel region. 

As to claim 4, Ohnuma, Figure 10B, discloses that the length of said second gate region is 
substantially identical to said second channel region. 

As to claim 5, Ohnuma, Figure 10B, discloses that said active matrix and said driving circuit are 
formed on the same substrate. 

As to claim 6, Ohnuma discloses (col. 7, line 20) that said substrate (101) is a glass substrate. 
As to claim 7, Ohnuma discloses (Abstract) that said display is a liquid crystal display. 
As to claim 8, Ohnuma, Figure 10A, discloses a passivation layer (487) overlying said first and 
second thin film transistor structures, and a plurality of contact plugs (492), (493) extending from said 
source/drain regions, respectively.
